Company forced into liquidation and jobs lost after £3.8million theft 


HELD TO 
ACCOUNT

AN ACCOUNTS manager 
from Leigh has been jailed after 
embezzling £3.8million from a 
family-run shipping eompany in 
Basildon, foreing it into liquidation 
and leaving 30 people unemployed. 

Paul Hawkridge, 37, of The 
Fairway, was senteneed to six years 
imprisonment for two eounts of 
fraud and three years for money 
laundering, to run eoneurrently, at 
Basildon Crown Court on Monday. 

He had pleaded guilty to the 
offenees at eourt on Oetober 10. 


Essex Poliee began investigating 
in June 2016 after reeeiving a eall 
from Orient Worldwide Shipping 
Ltd. 

Offleers found that Hawkridge, 
the eompany’s aeeounts manager, 
had taken £3.8million sinee 2011 by 
ereating bulk payments to the eom¬ 
pany and then transferred deposits 
into his own personal aeeounts. 

An Essex Poliee spokesman said 
Hawkridge had stolen from the 
eompany that had employed him 
sinee the age of 18 and had paid 
for his exams before systematieally 
eovering it up over several years. 

Hawkridge spent the majority of 
the eash on gambling and also to 


make overpayments on his mort¬ 
gage, helping him to pay off his 
family home 15 years early. 

He was arrested at his home 
address in July 2016. 

Investigating offieer DC Angie 
Coxon, of Basildon CID, said: 
“Hawkridge’s aetions were selfish, 
ealeulative and devious. He stole 
millions of pounds from the very 
employers who took him under 
their wing and helped train and 
support him emotionally and 
fmaneially. 

“His eolleagues were also left 
redundant by his aetions and were 
foreed to find other jobs. This fraud 
eaused trauma and had a massive

impaet on the vietims and their 
families. 

“In this ease the effeet has 
been severe, the reputation of 
an upstanding and hardworking 
eompany has been destroyed and 
their futures irretrievably altered 
both from a personal aspeet and 
within the shipping business.” 

She said the foree is hoping to 
elaim baek some of the stolen 
money by submitting an applieation 
under the Proeeeds of Crime Aet.

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M Ps savage draft Brexit 
deal and turn fire on PM 


THREE Tory MPs from south east 
Essex have slammed the draft Brexit 
deal unveiled last week. 

Mark Franeois, Rayleigh and 
Wiekford MP, sent a letter of no-eon- 
fidenee in prime minister and party 
leader Theresa May last Friday. 

He said in his letter, published on his 
website, that he and senior members of 
the European Researeh Group had been 
trying to persuade the prime minister 
and senior Downing Street offieials 
away from the Chequers proposals 
and towards a free trade arrangement 
known as Super Canada. 

He elaimed that “no one really lis¬ 
tened to a word we said” and that 
“Chequers, to whieh the Prime Minister 
is elearly unbreakably wedded, would 
not eonstitute Brexit in any shape or 
form whatsoever”. 

A former servieeman in the Territorial 
Army, Mr Franeois said he is defending 
his eountry and said his letter was

“something I thought I would never 
do”. 

He wrote: “For the sake of the 
Conservative Party and indeed for our 
eountry’s destiny, I honestly believe 
that now is time to seek fresh leader¬ 
ship that ean earry this eountry forward 
outside of the European Union and 


eonfidently into the world.” 

James Duddridge, MP for Roehford 
and Southend East, submitted his letter 
of no-eonfidenee last month. 

Fifteen per eent of Conservative MPs 
need to send a letter to ehairman of the 
party’s 1922 eommittee. Sir Graham 
Brady, to trigger a leadership eleetion. 

He told the YA the draft Brexit agree¬ 
ment “does not deliver the Brexit that 
either I or my eonstituents voted for”. 

“This deal keeps us bound to the 
European Union, aeting as a supplieant 
puppy to a federal bloek”, he said. 

“It eould see us indefinitely remain 
in the eustoms union unable to path 
our own globalised future. I will not 
support this deal.” 

Mr Duddridge added that he submit¬ 
ted his no-eonfidenee letter as he felt 
that Mrs May eould not deliver the 
Brexit that was voted for. 

He suggested Boris Johnson, Penny 
Mordaunt, Esther MeVey and David 


Davis as potential replaeements. 

Southend West MP Sir David Amess 
said he eannot support the draft agree¬ 
ment, elaiming that “it would see us 
stuek in a potentially indefinite baek- 
stop arrangement, shaekling us to a eus¬ 
toms union that we have no unilateral 
right to leave.” 

He added: “This is a eomplete eapit- 
ulation of the sovereignty that 17.4mil- 
lion people voted to regain. 

“Any deal that means the UK fails to 
regain eomplete sovereignty over our 
laws, shaekles us to the EU indefinite¬ 
ly, and hinders our freedom to forge our 
own path in the world, is nothing short 
of a betrayal of the vote to leave.” 

He refused to eomment on whether 
he had sent a letter of no-eonfidenee in 
Mrs May. 

Mr Franeois and Castle Point MP 
Rebeeea Harris did not respond to the 
YA’s questions about Brexit at the time 
of going to press. 


Two jailed for 'horrific’ ammonia attack on man in his home 


TWO men have been jailed over a 
ammonia attaek in Southend whieh left 
the vietim with permanent damage to 
his vision. 

Nathan Stanford, 27, of Carswell 
Gardens, Wiekford, was senteneed to 
10 years for aggravated burglary and 
throwing a eorrosive liquid with intent 
to bum, maim, disfigure, disable or do 
grievous bodily harm. 

Ashley Nelson, 31, of no fixed 
address, was jailed for eight years for 
the same offenees. Both men were 
linked to the attaek when their DNA 
was found on the bottle whieh had eon- 
tained the ammonia. 

Their 5 5-year-old vietim was in bed at 
his flat in Lonsdale Road when he heard 
banging downstairs. 

He went to investigate and found a 
man walking up the stairs holding a 
drink bottle and a stiek. 


When ehallenged, the man squirted 
the eontents of the bottle into his faee 
and then hit him in the faee with a stiek. 

A seeond man appeared brandishing a 
knife and swung it at the vietim. 

The vietim fought baek and all three 
tumbled down the stairs before the 
attaekers fled. 

The man was treated in hospital with 
for ehemieal bums to his left eye and 
his vision is permanently marred by 
blaek dots. He also suffered a leg injury 
in the attaek. 

DC Katie Londesborough, of 
Southend CID, said: “This was a hor- 
rifie attaek on a defeneeless man, who 
was just trying to maintain the seeurity 
of his home. His life will never be 
the same after this bmtal assault and 
I would like to praise his bravery and 
dignity in faeing Nelson and Stanford 
in eourt.”

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Libraries to face 
radical shake-up 



CHANGE: E-book loans and online reservations have surged in the last five years 


A VISION of a library service available 
online 24/7 to fit with people’s lives is 
to be considered by Essex County 
Council. 

Residents will be asked for their 
comments in a major consultation on 
the plans, which will be considered by 
the council’s cabinet this week. 

Traditional library use in Essex has 
collapsed in the last ten years. There are 
31 per cent fewer people using libraries 
now than in 2008 - over 100,000 less 
users - and loans of books and other 
items are down by 52 per cent. 

At the same time, the number of 
e-book loans and online reservations 
has more than doubled since 2013. 

Essex has the second-highest number 
of libraries in the UK and is in the top- 
five counties nationally for spending 
on libraries, but with increasing costs 
and declining usage, especially at some 
smaller libraries, the service is no 
longer viable in its current form. 

The future draft proposals aim to 
build online library services, with 
fewer, but better libraries and more 
community-run libraries. 

Cllr Susan Barker, cabinet member 
for customer services, said; “We want 
to create a library service with a wider 
appeal, which is more relevant to and 
a better fit with people’s lives - one 
which is online 24/7, is faster, and 
offers more choice. 

“Technology has transformed 
how people read books and access 


information and entertainment, which 
is why we must look critically at our 
current library locations and respond to 
these changes. We also have to make 
sure that we continue to offer value for 
money. That may mean some libraries 
are not viable. But if that is the case, we 
want to talk to communities about how 
they can become involved and run a 
library service with our support.” 

But Unison Eastern regional manager 
Tim Roberts said: “Essex County 
Council is threatening to rip the heart 
out of our communities. If the only 
thing libraries did was make knowledge 
available to all, then these closures 
would be an act of cultural vandalism 


- but the fact is they do so much more, 
from children’s story times to helping 
elderly and vulnerable people connect 
with the world around them. 

“And we can’t run a high-quality and 
accountable library service on goodwill 
alone. If we want our kids to fall in 
love with reading, we need properly 
trained, properly paid staff to guide 
them through the process in properly 
resourced libraries.” 

The consultation runs from November 
29 to February 20. Findings will be 
published and any changes proposed 
considered next June.

It’s ironic that in the same 
week that Theresa May tries 
to convince the nation that 
we should accept a Brexit 
deal which is tantamount 
to treason, Frau Merkel 
declares her support for 
the formation of a European 
army-something her French 
counterpart didn’t even have 
the decency to wait until 
after Remembrance Day to 
call for. 

If ever I needed a remind¬ 
er that my remain vote had 
been wasted, that was it. 

Much has been said about 
the draft proposal (remem¬ 
ber those two words - it 
will come in handy later) 
which the cabinet appar¬ 
ently agreed to accept (even 


though within hours of that 
statement yet another Brexit 
secretary had bitten the dust 
along with pensions secre¬ 
tary, Esther McVey, who 
according to reports, was 
hollered at by a civil servant 
during a five-hour meeting in

ry. That has been the plan all 
along since June 2016. 

In the meantime some 
bloke called Steve is going to 
be Brexit Secretary for a bit. 

The EU’s chief negotiator 
Michel Barnier has been 
quick to say that there is no 
more room for negotiation, 
yet this is not a finished arti¬ 
cle. 

These 500-odd pages of 
peacetime surrender are a 
“draft proposal" and, in what 
may yet turn out to be the 
decisive act in this drama, a 
“gang of five" within the cabi¬ 
net are going around the PM 
in pushing for amendments 
which could yet turn the 
worst deal in history into the 
greatest piece of duplicitous 
politics to ever save a nation. 

Could any of us have pre¬ 
dicted such a scenario? The 
survival of democracy in 
the hands of a group led by 
Andrea Leadsom and back- 
stabbing weasel in-chief 
Michael Gove? 

You know, if they manage 
to pull this off and salvage 
something that’s accept¬ 
able to the nation and to 
Parliament, I don’t care how 
they achieve it or who suc¬ 
ceeds Mrs May (and her days 
are surely numbered). 

But someone else with an 
even bigger club will be along 
shortly.

It all starts with the tree

Foodies’ festive faves 


E very family has its own Christmas tra¬ 
ditions, but what do chefs and cookery 
book writers do on December 25? 

Jamie Oliver, who has teamed up with 
Hotpoint on a new initiative to tackle food 
waste, doesn’t think one Christmas is 
enough. “I’m a bit weird, so we have the roast 
turkey, which isn’t actually traditional - we’ve 
only been doing that for about 70 years really 
in Britain, give or take. Turkey is from South 
America," he explains. 

“I normally have a small Christmas and 
then a big party the next day, so I do turkey, 
Porchetta and goose." 

Great British Bake Off judge Prue Leith, 
author of Prue: My All-time Favourite Recipes 
(Bluebird), loves a bit of festive trifle. 

“I make very good trifle because I can’t 
stand leftovers, so if there’s a bit of stale 
cake around, it goes in the freezer to become 
trifle. And I make really good trifle because I 
don’t do anyjelly-I hate jelly in trifle." 

River Cottage chef Gill Meller, author of 
Time (Quadrille) is keen to mix things up. 

“This year. I’m thinking I’m not going to do 
anything that I don’t just love. So if I can, I 
was going to do some really beautiful crab, 
French fries, aioli, good bread, butter and 
salad, because that’s what I love, so why 
can’t we eat that on Christmas Day?" 

Food critic William Sitwell, ambassador for 
the Royal Voluntary Service’s Cooking For A 
Crowd campaign, keeps things traditional. 

“My father always used to make baked 
eggs in the morning, then it’s church, then a 
glass of champagne and the first present. I 
like to have lunch promptly at 1.30pm - tur¬ 
key and all the trimmings. I love it," he buzzes.

“There’s something disgusting about the 
combination of smooth silky jelly and gritty 
crumbs, I don’t like that, so I make very boozy 
cake at the bottom, very creamy custard and 
all the little bits and bobs on the top." 

Guardian columnist, Tenderstem ambas¬ 
sador and author of Fresh India, Meera 
Sodha, switches turkey for duck. 

“My Gujarati family are happy with potato 
curry on Christmas, but that’s not very excit¬ 
ing when you’ve grown up with traditional 
Christmas food," she explains. 

“Something that’s become a bit of a trad¬ 
ition in my house is duck fesenjan, which is 
beautiful roasted duck with a pomegranate 
molasses and walnut sauce. 

“Then I shred Brussels sprouts and cook 
them hard and fast. And last year, I wrote a 
recipe for these red cabbage parcels stuffed 
with macadamias, mushrooms and chest¬ 
nuts, which is really deep and rich and meaty, 
but without the meat." 

Simon Hulstone, owner and chef at 
Michelin-starred restaurant The Elephant 
in Torquay and champion of Seaweed From 
Norway, usually works on Christmas Day. 

“From December 1 to Christmas Day, I Just 
don’t want to eat turkey. It’s everywhere in 
the restaurant," he explains. “I love it, but by 
then I Just don’t want any. Last Christmas 
was maybe my first Christmas off ever. 

“I don’t have really strong feelings about 
Christmas, my dad was a chef too. We always 
work, but my wife says it’s about the kids, so 
we’ll see all the family, my wife’s side and 
mine, and maybe have some beef. I feel a bit

Diesel still fits the bill 


D espite bad publicity, diesels can make 
sense for a lot of drivers, explains Tom 
Wiltshire. 

In 2015, the world of diesel changed for¬ 
ever when news broke that Volkswagen had 
covered up illegally high emissions of nitro¬ 
gen oxides from its diesel vehicles. Many say 
that diesel was mis-sold, promising low emis¬ 
sions and high fuel economy, when in reality, 
it was unsuitable for the journeys they do. But 
diesel isn’t necessarily the bad guy. For some 
it still makes an awful lot of sense. How do you 
know if you’re one of those buyers? 

What’s your mileage? 

Diesel cars make a lot of sense for high-mile¬ 
age drivers. Those doing over 20,000 miles a 
year will soon benefit from the increased fuel 
economy - and over time, they’ll save money. 

This is because diesel fuel contains more 
energy than petrol, meaning that even though 
it’s slightly more expensive, it offers more 
miles per gallon. However, in most cases, 
diesel variants of cars cost more to buy than 
their petrol equivalents, so depending on the 
price gap, you’ll need to do more miles to 
break even. 

What type of journeys do you usually do? 

Diesels are very efficient - when they’re 
warm. But they take a while to heat up, which 
means during the first 10 miles or so of any 
journey, they’ll be inefficient and polluting. 

That’s not really good news if you regularly 
undertake lots of journeys shorter than that, 
and it gets worse, too. You see, modern pollu¬ 
tion control systems need the engines to be 
running at a certain rpm to function. This is 
easily achievable on the motorway, but if your 


car starts a regeneration cycle while you’re 
idling on the school run, you risk clogging 
up expensive and complex systems, such as 
exhaust gas recirculation or diesel particular 
filters. 

How heavily loaded are you? 

If there’s one thing diesels have over a 
petrol in abundance, it’s torque. This sheer 
pulling power means that for heavily loaded 
vehicles, such as people carriers, vans, or 
trucks, there really isn’t much substitute for 
a diesel. That’s especially true of people who 
often tow heavy items like caravans or horse 
boxes - they’ll find that a petrol, unless it’s a 
super-powerful one, really tends to struggle 
in these situations. 

Which cars are you looking at? 

Of course, this all assumes you have an 
option. However, several cars simply don’t 
offer a viable alternative to diesel, leaving you 
with the choice of sticking with the oil-burner 
or choosing a different car. 

Let’s take pickup trucks, for example - 
there’s not a single petrol-powered crew-cab 
pickup on the UK market. The same is often 
true of people carriers, and even some exec¬ 
utive or family cars have this issue, too. 

Into the more luxurious end of the market 
and you may find the diesel is the “sensible" 
option. 

Sure, there’s a petrol available but it’s a V8 
with a daft amount of horsepower, and a fuel 
economy figure in the teens. In these situa¬ 
tions, you may just have to work around a die¬ 
sel, taking regular long journeys and making 
sure it’s well serviced to keep the emission 
control systems running as they should.

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ROBIN HOOD (12A, 116 mins) 

T he men are far from merry in direc¬ 
tor Otto Bathurst’s gung-ho action 
adventure, which canters through the 
blood-soaked origins of the English folk 
hero before he gives serious thought to rid¬ 
ing through glens or stealing from the rich. 

“Forget what you think you know. This is 
no bedtime story," booms a superfluous 
voiceover narration which accompanies 
the derring-do on horseback and daredevil 
acrobatics in a bygone Nottingham torn 
apart by the unholy union of state 
and church. 

Action set pieces are rem¬ 
iniscent of the Assassin’s 
Creed video games, employing 
slow-motion to excess as lead¬ 
ing man Taron Egerton performs 
bone-crunching somersaults while firing 
arrows with his trusty bow. 

Bathurst delivers some decent thrills with 
these high-tempo sequences including a 
breathless chase in horse-drawn carts 
choreographed to resemble the chariot 
race from Ben-Hur, and the explosive theft 
of the Sheriff of Notting ham’s war taxes. 


Away from the testoster¬

Heartbroken and enraged by the hand 
that fate has dealt him, Robin trains with 
John to overthrow the Sheriff, whose war 
taxes have impacted the poorest in society. 

“Vengeance for you and justice for my 
son,” seethes the Moor. 

Robin Hood is a solid and well-executed 
romp, which is clearly intended as the 
opening chapter of a franchise. 

Egerton copes admirably with the physical 
demands of the lead role and he cataly- 
^ ses a gently simmering screen chem- 

^ ~ istry with Hewson (the daugher of U2 

singer Bono), who is squandered as 
the sole female character with a voice. 

Foxx snarls his lines as the grief-stricken 
mentor, who transforms Robin into a buff 
killing machine. 

Unlike its dashing hero, Bathurst’s film 
doesn’t hit all of its intended targets, but 
it comes close enough to entertain for 
almost two hours.

England 2-1 Croatia 

ENGLAND captain Hany Kane 
grabbed a dramatic late winner on 
Sunday as the Three Lions booked 
a place in the UEFA Nations 
League semi-finals. 

Following respective 3-2 suc¬ 
cesses for both nations over Spain, 
this was now set up as a “winner 
takes all” elash - with a plaee in 
next summer’s semi-finals guaran¬ 
teed for the vietors while the loser 
faeed relegation from League A. 

Although the sides had sinee 
played out a tense goalless eneoun- 
ter in Rijeka, many England fans 
viewed the opposition as a bogey 
team following a heartbreaking 
World Cup semi-final defeat in 
July, and a damaging 3-2 loss 
at Wembley in November 2007, 
whieh denied England a plaee at 
the 2008 European Championships. 

The oeeasion wasn’t lost on 
England boss, Gareth Southgate 
- or the threat posed by the 
Croatians: “We know their style 
of play, we know their preferenees, 
the areas that they build up, we 
know areas that we think we ean 
try to exploit.” 

England survived an early seare 
when a eombination of mindful 
goalkeeping from Jordan Piekford 
and poor finishing denied Ivan 
Perisie and Ante Rebie within the 
opening minute. 

Meanwhile, Croatian stop¬ 
per, Lovre Kalinie, thwarted the 
marauding Raheem Sterling after 
Kane had sent the paey Manehester 
City man elear. 

England were starting to pro- 
duee the slieker football. Kane saw 


two efforts in quiek sueeession 
rebuffed by Tin Jedvaj and Kalinie, 
this after the visitors’ keeper had 
initially raeed from his line to nod 
elear from Sterling. 

This was already turning into 
a faseinating eontest. Kalinie 
eontinued to frustrate England, 
saving in unorthodox fashion from 
Ben Chilwell, while Barkley fired 
into the side netting. In between, 
Ivan Perisie hooked over after 
Andrej Kramarie fashioned an 
opening as Croatia produeed a rare 
foray forward of their own. 

Kalinie elawed out from Sterling 
after Mareus Rashford had broken 
down the left as England eon¬ 
tinued to press after the break. But 
the Croatian threat was very real 
and shortly before the hour mark, 
Andrej Kramarie steadied himself 
before firing high beyond Piekford. 

An all too familiar eloud of 
despondeney seemed to deseend 
as Croatia, masters in the art of 
grinding out a win, began to look 
eomfortable. Southgate introdueed 
Jesse Lingard and Jadon Saneho in 


a bid to lift the flagging tempo, and 
the move paid instant dividends. 

Lingard arrived to prod home the 
easiest goal he’ll ever seore after 
Kalinie had kept out Kane’s initial 
effort. 

Time was running out, but soon 
after England grabbed the lead. 
Skipper Kane stretehed out his 
right leg to divert Chilwell’s free- 
kiek past Kalinie inside the upright. 

Speaking after the mateh, 
Southgate said: “I’m hugely proud 
of all of the players and all of the 
staff beeause we’ve grown togeth¬ 
er. We’ve improved every step and 
today was another big oeeasion. 

“Plenty of pressure on the game, 
but they eoped with it really well. 

“We then had to show another 
side, the resilienee and eharaeter 
to stay in it. We may be a ‘new 
England’ but we seored from a 
long throw and a wide free-kiek. 
So maybe nothing ehanges. 

“But the most pleasing thing of 
all for me is the eonneetion with 
the fans beeause I’ve not heard 
Wembley like that for years. 


“We have given our supporters 
some really memorable days 
and nights this year. We want 
to eontinue that and build on it 
beeause the energy that eame 
baek to the team in those diffieult 
moments helped us to get over the 
line.”

Coughs TYPICALLY LAST 2 - 3 WEEKS 
What can I do to treat myself? 



Simple home remedies, such as sucking lozenges or 'honey and lemon', can help 
to relieve many symptoms. Just add freshly squeezed lemon juice and a teaspoon 
of honey to a mug of hot water. It also helps to drink 6 - 9 glasses of water in a 
day. If you're a smoker, reducing the amount you smoke or stopping altogether 
will not only improve your cough but benefit your overall health. 


Antibiotics: 

Did you know? 


Speak to your pharmacist or doctor’s surgery 
if you experience any of the following: 

• Your cough persists beyond 3 weeks 

• Coughing up blood 

• You experience chest or shoulder pain 

• Difficulty breathing/breathlessness 

• A high temperature above 39°C 

• Weight loss for no reason over 6 weeks or longer 

• Your voice becomes hoarse for longer than 3 weeks 

• Any lumps or new swellings in the neck or above your collarbone 

• Symptoms start after you've choked on something 


Antibiotics are not an effective 
treatment for symptoms such as a 
cough, cold, sore throat or nasal 
congestion. These symptoms are 
caused by viruses and antibiotics only 
work against bacteria. If you take 
antibiotics unnecessarily then they 
may not work when you need them 
to treat a bacterial infection.

TYPICALLY LAST 1 - 2 WEEKS 



What can I do to treat myself? 

Get plenty of rest until you're well enough to return to your usual activities. 
Drink lots of fluids to replace those lost from sweating and try to eat at least 
five portions of fruit and vegetables every day. 


Speak to your pharmacist or doctor’s surgery 
if you experience any of the foiiowing: 

• Symptoms persisting beyond 3 weeks 

• A high temperature above 39°C 

• Feeling confused or disorientated 

• Sharp pains in your chest or difficulty breathing 

• Swelling of the glands in your neck and/or armpits 

• You cough up blood-stained phlegm (thick mucus)

doctors more time to treat people who 
are really poorly.

What can I do to treat myself? 

You can relieve symptoms by eating cool, soft food and by sucking on 
lozenges, ice cubes, ice lollies or hard sweets. Try to drink 6 - 9 glasses 
of water every day, particularly if you have a fever. Gargling warm salty 
water can also help reduce swelling and avoiding smoky environments 
can reduce irritation. 


Nasal Congestion 

TYPICALLY LASTS 2 V 2 WEEKS 

What can I do to treat myself? 


There are several things you can do to help ease your symptoms 
including washing out the nose with a stream of saline solution 
(available from your pharmacy) and applying a warm face pack. Drink 
plenty of fluids to replace those you've lost and try to eat at least five 
portions of fruit and vegetables every day. 


Allergies 

Symptoms of an allergic reaction usually develop within 
a few minutes of being exposed to something you're allergic 
to, although occasionally they can develop gradually over a 
few hours. Your pharmacist can help determine whether the 
symptoms are caused by an allergy or another condition, and 
will advise if you need to see your GP. Very occasionally, a 
severe reaction called anaphylaxis can occur. 

Symptoms of anaphylaxis 

• Swelling of the throat and mouth 

• Difficulty breathing 

• Lightheadedness 

• Confusion 

• Blue skin or lips 

• Collapsing and losing consciousness 

Anaphylaxis is a medical emergency that requires 
immediate treatment. Call NHS 111 for urgent 
treatment or 999 in emergencies. 


Speak to your Pharmacist 

Over the counter medicines are available to help relieve many mild symptoms. 
Speak to your pharmacist who can help you choose the medicine that will work 
best for you, advise you on whether you need to see a doctor and provide 
guidance on self-care and maintaining a healthy lifestyle.
